Camp Funston, Kan.—Interest in 
the amount of money taken Friday 
night, January 11, by Captain Lewis 
Whisler from the Army bank here, 


an axe and the injuring of a fifth, 
Monday night, was secondary to the 
question of what became of it and 
whether Captain Whisler, who com- 
mitted suicide when suspicion pointed 
to him, had accomplices. 

Careful search of the cantonment 
has revealed nothing, and Major 
Frank Wilbur Smith, assistant chief 
of staff and head of the intelligence 
department, went to Kansas City, Mo., 
to conduct an investigation of pack- 
ages mailed from the cantonment Fri- 
day night and Saturday morning. 

Thevamount stolen is estimated at 
from $65,000 to $80,000. Army au- 
thorities have been investigating the 
report that a motor car went through 
the guard lines at the west gate of 
the reservation Friday night an hour 
and a half after the robbery and mur- 
ders, depsite the restrictions clamped 
down when the crime was discovered. 

Before and after the robbery, it is 
reported, the motorcar was. seen 
standing in front of the Y. W. C. A. 
hostess house. The information ob- 
tainable is that it was occupied by 
&-man and two women, the man he 
ing a service car driver. 

Major John C. H. Lee, chief of 
staff, Monday made public the details 
leading up to the suicide of Captain 
Lewis R. Whisler. Major Lee's state- 
ment was given out to refute a sug- 
gestion that Captain Whisler had 
been given an opportunity to commit 
suicide as a form of “maintaining 
the honor of the Army.” 

Major Lee’s statement follows: 

“Captain Whisler was sitting in his 
office in E Company barracks and 
overheard a conversation between the 
top sergeant and company clerk in 
the next room. One of them made 
the statement that Kearney Wornall 
had recovered sufficiently that he be- 
lieved he could select the name of the 
murderer from the list of depositors. 

“Captain Whisler opened the door 
between his office and the room where 
the two men were talking and said: 
‘What's that you said about Wornall 
recovering?’ 

“Whisler was told what they had 
just been saying, and seemed to stand 
dazed for a minute: Half to himself 
and half to the sergeant and clerk, he 
said: ‘Well, if that’s the case they 
are bound to catch the murderer.’ 

“Those were his last words. Going 
back into his office, he closed the 
door, and in a few seconds the report 
of a rifle was heard, followed closely 
by the second shot. The door to his 
office was not locked, and men rushed 
in, but he was dead before they 
reache him. 

“To include Captain Whisler in the 
class where the lenient terms of the 
unwritten law of the Army applies 
is to slander the sense of justice and 
right of the officers of this command.” 


Camp Funston, Kas.— With the 
finding late last Saturday of the body 
of Captain Lewis R. Whisler of Sa- 
lina, Kas., in his tiny office at the 
National Army  cantonment here, 
the mystery which had surrounded the 
looting Friday, January 11, of the 
Army bank and the subsequent mur- 
der of C. Fuller Winters of Kansas 
City, head of the Army bank; John 
Jewell of Springfield, O., editor of 
the camp newspaper, Camp and 
Trench, and son of the editor of the 
Springfield Leader; Carl Chelson, 
bank clerk and son of a Kansas City 
contractor, and O. M. Hill, bank 
clerk, and the serious injury of 
Kearny Wornall, cashier of the bank, 
was cleared up. 

Wornall identified Captain Whisler 
as the man who committed the mur- 
ders, it was announced by Army 
officials, who said that his identifica- 
tion would be taken as conclusive 
and that the case would be regard- 
ed as closed. 

Officers of the Army bank; it was 
said, completed checking up the 
money in-the bank tonight, and made 
their report to the divisional com- 
mander’s office. The exact amount 
of money obtained in the robbery 
was not disclosed, however. 

Some Army officers declared that 
only a small sum was taken. Their 
opinion was that Captain Whisler was 
short of funds and planned to take 
only enough for his immediate needs. 
Their theory was borne out by Wor- 
nall’s statement that when the man 
entered the bank he said he was 
“short of money and hated to do it.” 
Another fact tending to confirm their 
theory is that the body of Winters 
‘was found lying on top of a large 
number of bank notes which had been 
seattered over the floor in front of 
the safe.

of Guarding Against Fraud. 


Corps of Eighteen Inspectors Engaged 
In Weeding Inefficient and Un- 
worthy Out of Indian Service. 


Officials In charge of Uncle Sam’s 
Indian service have found that thor- 
ough-going and frequent inspection 
is the surest safeguard against 
inefficiency and fraud. 

Millions of dollars invested for the 
Indians tn land, stock, timber, -oll, 
minerals, etc., and intrusted to the care 
of many persons who are employed by 
Uncle Sam. These material interests 
are closely interwoven with their social 
and industrial life. 

Few understand the extensive and 
intimate association which the Indian 
bureau has with more than 800,000 
Indians of the United States. This as- 
sociation touches the home, the school, 
the farm, and the fleld. Six thousand 
employees come into almost daily con- 
tact with them. Every walk of life 
and every kind of Intellectual and 
professional ability is represented in 
these employees. While the greatest 
care is exercised in their selectipn, the 
inefficient and unworthy occasionally 
find an entrance. 

It is thought that in the past inspea@ 
tion has been inadequate and loose. 
This fact coming to the attention of 
the officials, they immediately obtained 
a corps of faithful and intelligent men 


with human sympathy and_ business | 
The inspecting corps is now | 


acumen. 
a fine body, consisting- of 18 well- 
equipped men engaged in weeding out 
the incompetent, Inefficient and 
worthy in the service. Their duties are 
constructive in character, with a view 
to promoting the welfare of the In- 
dians. 


In this connection it is interesting to | 


remember that Indian schools, agen- 
cies, and projects are scattered 
throughout two-thirds of the area of 
the United States, and for the purpose 
of administration this territory has 
been divided into ten districts and an 
inspecting officer assigned to each. It 
is the duty of this officer to visit, at 
least twice in each year, every Indian 
school, reservation, irrigation project 
or. other Indian activity in his district. 
He makes a thorough examination of 
office, school and field work. Helpful 
criticism and suggestions are given {m- 
partially where merited. The Indians 
are seen in their homes, at their work, 
and in their play, so that an intelli- 
gent transcript of real conditions can 
be made by the inspectors in their re- 
ports. Asa result of this comprehen- 
sive plan it is the opinion of experts 
of the service that much of the dry 
rot infesting it has been eliminated, 
and cases where more heinous of- 
fenses were involved have mercilessly 
been dealt with. 

While corruption and inefficiency 
may find its way into the rank and file 
of government employees, the greatest 
danger to the Indian lies in the greed 
of the white man for his land and 
money. Where a tribe has these a 
grafter is sure to be in evidence, it ts 
declared. He comes from every breed 
known to mankind, and in the past 
has despoiled the Indian with a ruth- 
lessness unparalleled. Under the pres- 
ent system of dependable officers many 
of these schemes have been ferreted 
out and their promoters punished. It 
{s the opinion of experts of the bureau 
that es long as the Indian has prop- 
erty, with no practical combative ex- 
perience, so long will nefarious 
schemes against him be attempted.

WETTING SPOILS EGGS 


Instance Found in Which 
Cleanliness Is Menace. 


One 


Uncle Sam’s Specialists Say Great 
Loss Results In Cold Storage 
Plants From Washing Shells. 


Uncle Sam’s specialists have dis- 
covered one instance where cleanlli- 
ness is not to be desired, where dirt 
is a protection rather than a menace, 


Strange to say, this discovery has to 
do with the preservation of. one item 


of food supply. 

Approximately 5,016,000 dozen eggs 
spoil needlessly every year in cold 
storage simply because someone has 
let clean eggs get wet or has washed 
dirty eggs before sending them to 
market, according to the experts of 
the United States department of ag- 
Careful investigations of 
large quantities of stored eggs show 
that from 17 to 22 per cent of washed 
eggs become worthless in storage, 
whereas only 4 to 8 per cent of dirty 
eggs stored unwashed spoil. The ex- 
planation is simple. Water removes 
from the shell of the egg a gelatinous 
covering which helps to keep air and 
germs out of the inside of the egg. 
Once this covering is removed by 
washing or rain which gets to eggs in 
the nest, germs and molds find ready 


access to the contents and spoil the 


eggs. 


This enormous loss in storage eggs 


largely can be prevented, it is de 


clared, if producers and egg handlers 


will refrnin from washing eggs des- 
tined for the storage markets and take 
pains to reduce the number of dirty 
eggs by providing plenty of clean, 
sheltered nests for their hens. 

Millions of eggs spoil in storage be- 
cuuse they have been exposed to dew, 
rain, dirt, and sun in stolen nests {np 
the grass or fence corners. 

In view of this great loss of valu- 
able food, the department urges coun- 
try storekeepers and hucksters not to 
accept washed eggs for shipment in 
case lots. Shiny eggs, especially in 
the early spring, probably have been 
washed. All washed eggs purchased 
should be sold locally for immediate 
consumption, it is declared. 


NEGLECTED SOURCE OF FOOD 


Sweet Potatoes Can Be Made Impor- 
tant and Cheap Item of Diet, Say 
Uncle Sam’s Farm Experts. 


Sweet potatoes can be made an im- 
portant and cheap source of food, say 
specialists in Uncle Sam’s department 
of agriculture. It is quite easy to in- 
crease the acreage enormously, and 
the adoption of better methods of 
handling and storing would improve 
the product to such an extent that the 
demand would be greatly stimulated. 

Storing sweet-potatoes has always 
been a more difficult problem than 
producing them. A large part of the 
Southern crop is kept in pits and 
banks, with the result that probably 
80 per cent of the potatoes decay, and 
even those which are fit to put on the 
market do not keep well. Moreover, 
the pits and banks cannot be opened 
during wet or rainy weather without 
risk of injuring all the stock in them, 
so that it is not uncommon for grow- 
ers to be unable, because of weather 
conditions, to get out their potatoes 
at the very time that the market de- 
mand for them is greatest. : 

These difficulties can be done away 
with to a great extent by the use of 
sweet potato storage houses, it is de- 
clared.
